Binal Results of Cereal and Hay Harvest, 1950-51. 


There atill are a few minor wheat districts where the 
completion of the collection has been delayed, and a number of odd 
Pewarns trom farmers in other districts are outstanding but, rather 
than delay the final results, a safe estimate has been made for all 
these and hence the totals now submitted may be accepted subject to 
slight alteration, 


SEASONAL CONDITIONS, The average rainfall over the 
eogricuitural areas for April, June, July, September and November was 
below the mean of the previous 45 years, for August it was equal to the 
wean, and for May and October it was above the mean. Although the 
total to the end of September was only 8.55 inches compared with the 
Breumet lo. vortunately 1.85 inches were recorded for October 
compared with the mean of 1.33 and November was near normal with 0.89 
E@eWes COmpared with 1.00. The latter rains, associated with good 
Weather generally assured better than average harvests for wheat, 
barley and oats, 


The yield of wheat - 40,935,859 bushels - was practically 
bie seme af the December forecast of 30,800,000, 


During the period that wheat areas were being extended, it 
W@e usual for the average wheat yield in bushels per acre fo be less 
than the April-November agricultural areas rainfall in inches, but with 
the decreasing wheat areas it is noted that the average wheat yiclds 
exceed the inches of rain. For the last 45 years, the average whet 
yield has been 10.86 bushels and the April-November rainfall 12.27 
inches, but for this last season the wheat yield was 16,76 bushels 
While the rainfall has been only 11.29 inches. 


The yield of barley was estimated at 16,300,000 bushels but 
it was intimated that it possibly might be 17,500,000 bushels. The 
actual harvest was 16,718,985 bushels. 


The Yield of oats also was practically the same as the 
forecast - 3,531,779 bushels compared with 3,500,000. 


NOTH:— The 1950-51 particulars are shown hereunder with 
sé for 1949-50 in parentheses, For statistical purposes, the weight 
Peebaps is not counted as grain. 


WHHAT.= The yield of 30,935,859 (28, 350, 860) bushels averige( 
16.76 (44.595) bushels per acre from an area of 1,845,990 (1,896, 32h) 
free including areas failed, Including wheat for hay and green 
forage, the total area was 1,948,608 (2,005,907) acres. 


WHEAT AND FALLOW:- On fallowed land 170, O09 cewen of wheat 
produced 26,959,077 bushels averaging 18,33 bushels per acre, On not 
fallowed land, there were 375,387 acres with 3,976, (82 bushels | 
averaging 10.59 bushels. The average yields the previous season were 
16.28 bushels on fallow land and 10.41 on land not fallowed. 


BARLEY:- The yield totalled 16,718,985 (12,725,240) bushels 
“nd the average per acre was 21,86 (18.34). 15,796,135 bushels were 
reported to be 2 row (malting) and 922,850 bushels 6 row, The acreage 
for grain was 764,993 (693,758) and for all purposes 793,807 (721 AnD). 
The 1950-51 yield exceeds the previous record of 45,363,461 bushels in 


1947-48, 


OATS:-— The yield totalled 3,531,//9 (3,463,997) bushe Ls and 
the average per acre was 13.03 (13.25). The acreage for grain wae 
271,098 (261,416) acres and for all purposes 663,449 (624,592).
